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Congratulations!  Annual  Giving  Tops  Goal 


ANS  IS  SEEN  AND  HEARD  AT 
100th  ANA  CONVENTION 

The  ANS  was  well  represented  and 
much  celebrated  at  the  Centennial  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association.  In  honor  of  this  significant 
numismatic  occasion,  the  Society  main¬ 
tained  an  information  booth,  mounted  a 
special  exhibition  of  Indian  Peace  Medals, 
had  several  major  speakers  at  the 
Numismatic  Theatre,  and  organized  a 
breakfast  social  hosted  by  President  R. 
Henry  Norweb,  Jr. 

About  70  guests  enjoyed  Norweb’s 
hospitality  at  the  breakfast  reception  and 
were  able  to  see  ANS  friends  from  around 
the  country  who  visited  Chicago  for  the 
ANA  Centennial.  President  Norweb 
welcomed  the  guests  warmly,  sharing  the 
pleasure  of  the  event.  He  saluted  the 
accomplishments  of  the  ANA  in  its  100 
years  and,  likewise,  the  accomplishments 
of  the  ANS. 

He  said,  “We  are  outstanding  in  the 
classical  field  and  intend  to  promote  further 
emphasis  on  the  modern.  Our  Graduate 
Seminar  is  already  the  only  training 
program  of  its  kind  and  seeks  additional 
students  in  modern  areas.”  He  went  on  to 
mention  the  subjects  of  the  next  two  annual 
Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conferences; 
Canada’s  125th  Anniversary  and  the 
coinage  of  Brazil. 

Award  Ceremonies 

Later  that  afternoon,  Norweb  presented 
an  official  proclamation  of  congratulations 
to  the  ANA  at  an  awards  ceremony.  In 
return,  the  ANA  gave  the  ANS  a  set  of  its 
two-volume  American  Numismatic  Association 
Centennial  History,  by  Q_.  David  Bowers. 
Bowers,  a  long-time  ANS  member,  was 
awarded  the  prestigious  ANA  Farran 
Zerbe  Memorial  Award  the  next  evening 
at  the  concluding  ANA  banquet.  1  he 
Howland  Wood  Memorial  Award  for  Best- 
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For  the  first  time  ever,  ANS  Annual 
Giving  exceeded  $100,000,  its  goal  for  the 
1990/1  campaign.  At  the  October  19 
meeting  of  Council,  Allen  F.  Lovejoy,  co- 
chairman  of  Annual  Giving,  reported  the 
total  of  $101,509  received  and  took  special 
note  of  the  efforts  of  individuals  who  gave 
generously  and  asked  their  colleagues  to  do 
the  same.  He  thanked  his  co-chairman 
Joseph  R.  Lasser  for  the  contribution  of 
colonial  money  pins  as  attractive  premiums 
for  a  $100  gift  to  Annual  Giving.  Lovejoy 
also  singled  out  ANS  Councillor  Donald 
G.  Partrick  for  organizing  and  hosting  the 
ANS’s  first  Theater  Party,  which  added 
almost  $7,000  to  the  fund. 

The  Annual  Giving  Fund  is  crucial  for 
the  financial  well-being  of  the  Society. 
Earned  income  does  not  (nor  can  it  be 
expected  to)  cover  operating  expenses  and 
all  programming  costs  of  a  major 
educational  and  research  institution  such 
as  the  American  Numismatic  Society.  All 
similar  academic  institutions,  despite  high 
tuitions  and  government  grants,  must  and 
do  seek  major  contributions  from  their 
friends.  Unlike  other  educational 
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institutions,  the  ANS  does  not  have  any 
tuition  income,  nor  does  it  have  thousands 
of  alumni  to  help  carry  the  responsibility. 

Commitment 

What  the  ANS  does  have,  however,  is 
a  growing  membership.  Along  with  that 
growth  is  great  commitment  to  numis¬ 
matics  and  to  the  place  of  numismatic 
education  and  research  in  the  humanities. 
Many  ANS  members  are  active  partici¬ 
pants  in  this  work  and  are  aware  of  the 
wealth  of  material,  both  in  the  collections 
and  library  of  the  Society,  that  is  still  to 
be  explored. 

Please  keep  this  in  mind  as  you  consider 
your  gift  to  Annual  Giving  for  the  coming 
year  1991/2.  The  goal  for  1991/2  has  been 
set  at  10  percent  above  that  of  last 
year — $110,000.  Messrs.  Lovejoy  and 
Lasser  have  ascertained  that  13  percent  of 
the  ANS  membership  gave  to  Annual 
Giving  last  year.  Do  not  sit  this  one  out. 
Make  yourself  a  part  of  the  Society  and 
help  support  and  encourage  this  unique 
numismatic  institution.

Hessler,  Joseph  E.  Boling,  and  Steven 
Middleton.  A  Numismatic  Literary  Guild 
award  went  to  Beth  Deisher. 

PNG  Banquet 

At  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild 
banquet,  Catherine  Bullowa-Moore  pre¬ 
sented  the  Robert  Friedberg  Literary 
Award  to  the  American  Numismatic  Socie¬ 
ty  lor  its  America ’s  Gold  Coinage,  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  1990  Coinage  of  the 
Americas,  edited  by  William  E.  Metcalf. 
In  accepting  this  award,  ANS  Councillor 
Margo  Russell  thanked  the  PNG  members 
for  their  participation  in  all  of  the  Coinage 
of  the  Americas  Conferences.  “Each  one 
of  the  seven,  held  since  1985,  emphasizes 
the  Society’s  recognition  of  its  role  and 
responsibility  as  an  American  numismatic 
institution.’’

On  the  convention  floor,  the  Society’s 
exciting  and  rare  exhibition  of  Indian 
Peace  Medals  elicited  well-deserved 
attention.  ANS  Curator  Alan  M.  Stahl, 
who  organized  the  exhibit,  also  presented 
an  illustrated  slide  lecture  on  the  same 
topic  at  the  Numismatic  Theatre.  Stahl 
and  two  other  curators  from  other 
numismatic  institutions,  Richard  G.  Doty 
and  Robert  W.  Hoge,  distinguished 
themselves  by  winning  the  “World  Series 
of  Numismatics,”  which  was  by  far  the 
most  entertaining  event  of  the  entire 
convention.  ANA  Governor  Donn 
Pearlman,  who  is  also  a  good  Chicago 
friend  of  the  ANS,  performed  his  game 
show  emcee  duties  with  eloquence  and 
humor.

CURATORS  AT  INC 

All  of  the  Society’s  curators  attended  the 
International  Numismatic  Congress  in 
Brussels,  September  8-12.  The  event  drew 
more  than  700  registrants  and  provided  an 
opportunity  to  trade  information  and  ideas 
with  colleagues  from  all  over  the  world  in 
both  formal  and  informal  settings. 

The  formal  program  of  the  Congress 
lasted  for  four  days  during  which  over  200 
papers  on  all  aspects  of  numismatics  were 
delivered  by  participants.  Each  session 
allowed  for  discussion — some  of  it  very 
lively.  In  connection  with  the  Congress, 
Franyois  DeCallatay,  Assistant  Keeper  in 
Brussels’  Royal  Collection  of  Coins  and 
Medals,  prepared  a  very  impressive  exhibit 
at  the  Credit  Communal  de  Belgique. 

All  of  the  curators  presented  talks  in 
their  areas  of  interest:  Arnold-Biucchi, 
“The  Beginnings  of  Coinage  in  the  West: 
Archaic  Selinus”;  Kleeberg,  “Particu¬ 
larism  and  Centralization  in  the  Issuance 
of  German  Banknotes  in  the  Nineteenth 
Century”;  and  Metcalf,  “Aspects  of  Early 
Imperial  Mint  Organization.”  Bates 
chaired  two  workshops,  “Computers  and 
Numismatics”  and  “Islamic  Numisma¬ 
tics,”  and  Stahl  led  a  round  table  entitled 
“Mint  Masters  and  Mint  Marks  in  the 
Middles  Ages.”  Arnold-Biucchi  chaired  a 
session  on  “Hellenistic  Coinage”  and 
Metcalf  chaired  a  session  on  “Roman 
Coins  of  the  Third  to  the  Fifth  Centuries. 

There  was  also  a  high  level  ol 
participation  among  alumni  ol  the 
Graduate  Seminar.  In  addition  to  three  ol 
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LONG  RANGE  PLAN 
ADOPTED 

The  Council,  at  its  October  19  meeting, 
adopted  a  new  long  range  plan  for  the 
Society,  designed  to  provide  guidance  and 
specific  goals  over  the  next  five  years.  The 
plan  embraces  all  departments  of  the  ANS 
with  emphasis  on  expanding  opportunities 
for  utilization  of  the  library  and  collections. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting,  President  R. 
Henry  Norweb,  Jr.,  outlined  some  of  the 
highlights  of  the  long  range  plan  to  the 
assembled  audience.  He  recognized  that 
“paramount  among  our  concerns  is  the 
maintenance  and  development  of  the 
Society’s  financial  resources — simply 
stated,  it  takes  money  to  move  forward.” 
For  this  reason,  stated  Norweb,  “I  shall 
be  appointing  a  Committee  on  Develop¬ 
ment  to  oversee  and  coordinate  the  various 
efforts  to  increase  revenues  for  our 
programs.  I  shall  also  appoint  a  Committee 
on  Education,  which  is  after  all  at  the  core 
of  our  reason  for  existing  as  a  research 
organization.  ’  ’ 

On  member  activities,  he  reported, 
“We  believe  we  are  responding  to  the 
needs  of  our  members  in  planning  for  an 
increase  in  the  number  and  variety  of 
public  meetings  and  conferences,  both  here 
at  the  ANS  and  at  cities  distant  from  our 
headquarters.  Our  five  year  plan  also 
envisions  inauguration  of  Public  Seminars 
here  according  the  opportunity  to  meet 
with  our  curators  and  librarian  in  a 
classroom  environment.” 


Plan  Updated  Annually 

Important  for  the  future,  ANS  President 
Norweb  stated,  “It  is  our  intention  to 
update  our  long  range  planning  annually 
so  that  we  maintain  a  constant  five-year 
frame  of  reference.  For  this  reason  I  would 
urge  all  of  our  members  to  communicate 
concerns  and  ideas  either  to  me  directly  or 
to  any  member  of  the  staff.” 

The  plan  as  adopted  is  subject  to 
detailed  review  and  emendation  by  the 
Council.  It  results  from  the  work  of  the 
Long  Range  Planning  Committee 
appointed  by  Norweb  last  April,  chaired 
by  Professor  John  H.  Kroll  of  the 
University  of  Texas  at  Austin,  a  member 
of  the  Society’s  Council.  Other  members 
of  the  committee  include  Arthur 
Houghton,  Joseph  R.  Lasser,  R.  Henry 
Norweb,  Jr.,  Margo  Russell,  Jonathan  H. 
Kagan,  Francis  D.  Campbell,  Leslie  A. 
Elam,  Roxanne  Greenstein,  and  William 
E.  Metcalf. 

Staff  Presentations 

Following  Norweb’s  remarks  and 
information  on  ANS  development 
activities  by  Roxanne  Greenstein, 
members  of  the  library  and  curatorial  staff 
presented  illustrated  talks  on  outstanding 
acquisitions  of  the  past  year.  Librarian 
Francis  Campbell  spoke  on  the  Brand 
bequest  (see  related  story),  Curators 
William  Metcalf,  Carmen  Arnold-Biucchi, 
Alan  Stahl,  and  John  Kleeberg  each  spoke 


on  accessions  in  their  departments,  and 
Metcalf  presented  Michael  Bates’s  report 
in  his  absence.  A  reception  was  held 
following  the  presentations. 


BRAND  BEQUEST 

The  heirs  of  Virgil  M.  Brand  have 
donated  to  the  ANS  Library  the  entire 
manuscript  inventory  of  the  renowned 
Brand  collection,  amassed  during  the 
period  1889  to  1926.  Along  with  the 
inventory  ledgers,  the  Library  has  also 
received  the  correspondence  and  papers 
relating  to  the  collection  from  the  time  it 
was  inherited  by  Virgil’s  brothers,  Horace 
and  Armin,  until  the  sale  of  the  last  parts 
of  the  collection  during  the  1980s  by  the 
heirs  of  Virgil’s  niece,  Jane  Brand  Allen. 
It  is  through  the  generosity  of  Jane  Brand 
Allen’s  heirs,  namely  Armin  Brand  Allen, 
John  Hall  Allen  II,  and  Jeanne  Von 
Boecklin  Korson,  that  the  Society  now 
possesses  what  will  henceforth  be  known 
as  the  “Brand  Numismatic  Archives.” 

Virgil  Brand  was  born  on  January  16, 
1862,  and  spent  most  of  his  youth  in 
Chicago  where,  after  leaving  college,  he 
was  employed  as  a  bookkeeper  in  his 
father’s  business,  the  Michael  Brand 
Company  Brewery.  With  his  brothers, 
Horace  and  Armin,  Virgil  formed  the 
Brand  Brewing  Company  in  1899. 
Although  he  collected  a  variety  of  things, 
Virgil’s  primary  interest  was  in  coins 
which  he  acquired  from  1889  to  his  death 
in  1926,  at  which  time  his  collection  was 
described  as  one  of  the  greatest  ever 
formed  by  a  private  individual. 

The  Ledgers 

The  Brand  ledgers  consist  of  thirty-two 
folio  volumes,  approximately  half  of  which 
list  the  basic  inventory  of  Virgil  Brand’s 
collection.  The  inventory  includes 
individual  listings  of  more  than  150,000 
acquisitions  comprising  in  excess  of 
350,000  coins,  medals,  and  tokens.  The 
neatly  inscribed  entries  for  each  serially 
numbered  listing  include  information 
about  issuing  country,  denomination, 
date,  cost,  condition,  mint  marks,  and 
description. 

A  master  ledger  includes  a  chronological 
listing  of  Brand’s  purchases,  which  are 
keyed  to  the  descriptive  ledgers  mentioned 
above.  Among  the  purchases  recorded  by 
Brand  are  parts  of  collections  and  entire 
collections,  the  owners  of  which  read  like 
a  Who’s  Who  of  numismatics.  Brand’s 
cousin,  Carl  Wurtzbach,  was  the  source  of

$250  Silver  Circle: 

•Free  registration  for  Coinage  of  the 
Americas  Conference  or  other  major 
ANS  conference; 

•Invitation  to  participate  at  25% 
discount  in  Public  Seminars  with 
ANS  curators. 

$1,000  Gold  Circle:

COUNCIL  VOTES  CHANGE 
IN  BY-LAWS;  EXPANDS 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

At  its  meeting  of  October  19,  the  ANS 
Council  voted  to  amend  Article  3.5  of  the 
Society’s  By-Laws  as  follows:  “The 
Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
unsalaried  Officers  of  the  Society  and  such 
past  Presidents  as  may  be  Councillors  and 
such  additional  Councillors  as  are 
appointed  by  the  President,  and  shall  have 
authority  to  perform  the  administrative 
functions  of  the  Council  while  it  is  in 
recess.  Three  members  of  the  Committee 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.” 

The  effect  of  this  change  is  to  permit 
appointment  of  more  than  three  additional 
Councillors  to  the  Executive  Committee.

MEMBERSHIP  DUES 
INCREASE 

At  its  October  meeting,  the  Council 
proposed  a  dues  increase  for  Associates  and 
Fellows  from  $30  to  $40  and  an  increase 
for  students  from  $20  to  $30,  effective  with 
the  1992  dues  period.  Fellows’  dues  have 
not  been  increased  for  ten  years  and 
Associates  for  four  years.  Considering 
increased  programming,  higher  costs  of 
printing  and  mailing,  and  inflation,  an 
increase  is  necessary  at  this  time. 

The  following  proposed  amendments  to 
Article  2.2  and  .3  of  the  By-Laws  are 
published  for  the  information  of  the  entire 
ANS  membership  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  9.3  of  the  By-Laws. 

Article  2.  Dues 

2.  The  annual  dues  of  Fellows  shall  be 
Forty  Dollars. 

3.  The  annual  dues  of  Associate  Mem¬ 
bers  shall  be  Forty  Dollars;  except  that 
the  annual  dues  of  an  Associate  Mem¬ 
ber  under  age  31  who  is  registered  as  a 
student  at  a  degree-granting  institution 
shall  be  Thirty  Dollars. 

These  amendments  will  be  presented 
for  a  vote  of  the  membership  to  be  held 
at  the  ANS  on  January  11,  1992.

The  ANS  project  of  entering  the  entire 
collection  on  computer  has  made  great 
strides  in  recent  years.  The  Roman  and 
Islamic  departments  are  essentially 
complete;  the  United  States,  Latin 
American,  and  Medieval  departments  are 
approaching  completion.  But  one  major 
obstacle  has  remained  for  the  Medieval 
and  Modern  departments:  the  coins  of  the 
German  States.  Described  as  “the  greatest 
specialty,”  these  coins  are  important  both 
for  their  economic  significance  and  their 
beauty.  But  how  would  these  coins — 
numbering  well  over  ten  thousand — ever 
be  entered  on  the  computer?  Data  entry 
is  usually  done  by  work-study  students,  but 
virtually  none  of  them  know  German.  To 
the  beginner  the  major  difficulty  with 
German  coins  is  a  knowledge  of  Latin, 
German,  and  Low  Saxon  dialects,  of 
historical  geography  and  of  obscure 
monarchs:  locating  the  free  city  of  Isny; 
finding  out  when  David  was  Count  of 
Mansfeld  and  assigning  him  to  Vorderort, 
Hinterort,  or  Mittelort  zu  Schraplau; 
deciding  whether  a  thaler  of  Maximilian 
Henry  of  Bavaria  was  minted  by  him  in 
his  capacity  as  Archbishop  of  Cologne  or 
Prince-Bishop  of  Liege. 

And  More 

But  these  are  only  the  beginnings  of  the 
difficulties.  There  are  many  counter¬ 
stamps,  such  as  those  of  the  Franconian 
circle.  There  are  innumerable  denomi¬ 


nations:  400  are  in  the  computer  so  far, 
with  the  top  ten  being,  in  order,  thaler, 
bracteate,  pfennig/pfenning,  denar/denier, 
groschen,  heller,  kreuzer,  gulden/2/3 
thaler,  the  ubiquitous  schusselpfennig,  3 
kreuzer,  and  2  thaler;  and  this  list  ignores 
the  complications  of  other  denominations, 
like  the  batzen  and  stuber,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  petermennchen  and  the  schmalk 
heller.  Finally,  one  of  the  chief 
complications  is  bibliographic:  every  tiny 
state,  whether  it  be  Hohenlohe  or  the  city 
of  Hannover,  has  a  different  reference 
book;  some  of  the  German  mints,  such  as 
the  Abbey  of  Quedlinburg,  have  not  been 
catalogued  since  the  eighteenth  century; 
and  one  major  mint  (Mainz)  is  ill-served 
in  that  the  only  reference  is  the  catalogue 
of  the  collection  of  Prince  Alexander  of 
Hesse  (with  an  appendix  “Coins  acquired 
whilst  the  book  was  in  the  press”). 

William  S.  Kable 

The  Society  is  thus  particularly  fortunate 
that  Bill  Kable  volunteered  to  enter  the 
German  states  on  computer,  because  he  is 
at  home  with  bibliographic  problems,  as 
well  as  with  numismatic  ones:  he  wrote  his 
doctoral  dissertation  in  English  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  on  bibliography.  He 
then  taught  as  an  English  professor  at  the 
University  of  South  Carolina.  Tiring  of  the 
academic  life,  he  went  to  law  school  and 
became  an  attorney  with  the  New  York 
firm  of  Davis  Polk  &  Wardwell.  He  has

since  retired.  His  field  of  collecting 
expertise  is  modern  world  gold,  on  which 
he  has  both  published  articles  and  worked 
on  catalogues,  including  the  forthcoming 
edition  of  Friedberg’s  catalogue  of  world 
gold.  He  has  also  been  intrigued  by  coins 
of  the  Islamic  world,  assembling  many  of 
the  modern  Yemeni  coins  that  are  now  in 
the  ANS  collection;  this  interest  led  him 
to  go  on  a  journey  by  camel  into  the  Nafud 
desert  (of  Lawrence  of  Arabia  fame)  with 
Kenneth  MacKenzie  in  1990.  Recently  his 
collecting  interest  has  expanded  to  include 
thalers,  as  listed  in  the  Davenport  works, 
and  we  were  thus  able  to  draft  him  into  the 
German  trays.  Such  is  his  diligence, 
however,  that  he  will  probably  complete  all 
the  entries  in  thirty  weeks  rather  than  the 
thirty  years  which  is  more  typical  of 
German  seventeenth-century  conflicts. 
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/BRAND  REQUEST,  continued  from  page  3/ 
many  American  colonial  coins.  Dr. 
Thomas  Hall’s  notable  collection  of  large 
cents,  which  included  the  unique  1793 
clover  leaf  cent  and  20  additional  varieties 
of  1793  cents,  was  acquired  intact.  A 
separate  typescript  of  the  Hall  collection 
accompanies  the  ledgers  now  in  the 
Library’s  possession. 

Brand’s  holdings  of  ancient  coins  and 
the  coins,  medals  and  tokens  of  foreign 
countries  demonstrate  line  pedigrees  as 
well  He  purchased  heavily  from  the  Pozzi 
and  Rhousopoulos  collections  and  bought 
many  ancient  Greek  rarities  from  the 
Herman  Weber  collection.  He  also 
purchased  intact  the  Ferrari  collections  of 
English  and  French  coins.  In  addition  to 
the  inventory  of  Brand’s  collection,  there 
are  two  ledgers  which  list  the  stock  of  the 
Chicago  Coin  Company,  an  enterprise 
formed  in  1907,  which  was  owned  by 
Virgil  Brand  and  managed  by  Theophile 
Leon. 

Intestate 

As  mentioned,  Virgil  Brand’s  collection 
was  inherited  by  his  brothers  Horace  and 
Armin,  there  being  no  will  found  at  the 
time  of  Virgil’s  death  on  June  20,  1926. 
The  correspondence  left  behind  by  the  two 
brothers,  who  divided  the  collection, 
provides  a  most  interesting  picture  of  what 
happened  to  it  and  what  might  have 
happened  given  a  different  set  of 
circumstances.  There  is  telegram  from 
Armin  Brand  to  John  Reilly,  a  member  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Society’s 
Council,  in  which  Armin  asks  if  Reilly 
would  be  interested  in  administering  the 
Brand  collection  and  involving  himself  in 
its  future  disposal.  Reilly’s  reply  to  Armin 
indicates  that  consideration  had  previously 
been  given  to  constructing  a  building 
adjoining  the  Society  for  the  Brand 
collection,  including  apartments  for 
Brand’s  living  quarters.  However,  this 
proposal  apparently  did  not  appeal  to 
Brand  and  nothing  ever  seems  to  have 
come  of  it. 

Another  series  of  letters  indicates  that 
the  Brand  brothers  made  some  effort  to  sell 
the  collection  to  the  Smithsonian  Institu¬ 
tion  at  cost  plus  a  small  percentage,  if  it 
were  to  be  kept  intact  as  a  memorial  to 
Virgil  M.  Brand.  Letters  from  Horace 
Brand  to  Smithsonian  officials  show  that 
the  Smithsonian  was  receptive  to  the  offer. 
The  correspondence  also  shows  that  had 
the  Smithsonian  and  the  Senate  Com¬ 
mitter  on  Libraries  been  able  to  work  out 
their  different  es  as  to  whit  h  would  request 
a  hearing  on  the  matter,  the  Smithsonian 
might  well  have  acquired  the  Brand 
collection. 


LIBRARIANS  MEET  AT  INC 


At  the  International  Numismatic 
Congress  held  in  Brussels  September  8-13, 
Francis  D.  Campbell,  Society  Librarian, 
presented  a  paper  entitled  “American 
Numismatic  Society:  List  of  Subject 
Headings  for  Specialized  Collections  in 
Numismatics.’’  The  paper  summarized  a 
grant  project  of  the  same  name  which 
Campbell  directed  with  funding  support 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  and  which  resulted  in  the 
controlled  list  of  subject  headings  which  the 
library  presently  uses  in  its  cataloguing. 
Realizing  the  importance  of  subject  access 
to  the  scholar,  Campbell  saw  that  an 
authority  list  of  subject  headings  based  on 
those  used  at  the  Society  would  allow  other 
libraries  to  facilitate  access  to  their 
collections  and  lead  to  standardization  and 
consistency  in  the  subject  cataloguing  of 
numismatic  material. 


Going  Separate  Ways 

Having  failed  to  sell  the  collection  intact, 
the  brothers  proceeded  to  sell  it  by  con¬ 
signment  to  dealers  and  the  correspon¬ 
dence  shows  that  much  of  it  was  sold  in  this 
manner  throughout  the  1930s.  Horace 
Brand  sold  many  of  his  coins  through  the 
Chicago  coin  dealer  Charles  Green,  and 
through  John  Ford,  Robert  Friedberg,  and 
others  until  his  death  in  1962.  For  a  brief 
period,  he  ran  his  own  coin  business, 
through  which  he  sold  many  more  of  the 
coins.  Armin  Brand’s  coins  were 
liquidated  through  Burdette  G.  Johnson, 
but  many  gifts  of  coins  had  been  given  to 


Campbell  also  organized  and  chaired  a 
round  table  on  “Bibliography  and 
Libraries,”  the  first  such  round  table  to  be 
included  at  these  Congresses.  In  order  to 
develop  a  profile  of  the  group  attending  the 
round  table,  Campbell  circulated  a 
questionnaire  in  which  information 
regarding  participating  libraries, 
bibliographic  interests,  work  in  progress, 
and  cooperative  endeavors  was  solicited. 
Most  of  those  in  attendance  expressed 
interest  in  creating  standard  procedures  for 
the  cataloguing  of  bibliographic  records  via 
the  computer.  It  was  felt  that  a 
standardized  set  of  data  fields  would 
facilitate  the  exchange  of  information 
among  the  various  institutions  present. 
Under  the  heading  of  work  in  progress, 
Harrington  Manville  of  Washington,  DC, 
described  his  “Encyclopedia  of  British 
Numismatics,”  and  Prof.  John  Melville 
Jones  of  the  University  of  Western 
Australia  discussed  his  upcoming  work 
“Dictionary  of  Byzantine  Coins.” 


his  daughter  Jane  Brand,  who  also  received 
the  unsold  portion  of  Armin's  coins  at  his 
death  on  April  21,  1946.  It  is  the  coins 
inherited  by  Jane  Brand  Allen  which  were 
sold  in  the  series  of  auctions  conducted  by 
Sotheby’s  and  Bowers  &  Merena  during 
the  1980s. 

Through  a  happy  set  of  circumstances, 
the  coin  ledgers  which  had  been  divided 
between  Horace  and  Armin  Brand  are  now 
reunited  here  at  the  Society.  Horace  sold 
his  ledgers  to  Robert  Friedberg.  The\  were 
later  placed  in  a  George  Koll>e  auction  of 
August  1983  and  then  were  purchased  b\ 
the  Brand  Allen  family,  which  has  turn 
donated  them  to  the  Societv

1992  GRADUATE  SEMINAR 

The  fortieth  Graduate  Seminar  in 
Numismatics  will  be  held  at  the  museum 
from  June  9  to  August  8,  1992.

Graduate  Fellowship 


In  honor  of  the  125th  anniversary  of  the 
establishment  of  Canada,  the  theme  of  the 
1992  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference 
will  be  the  coins,  medals,  paper  money, 
and  tokens  of  Canada.  COAC  1992  will 
be  held  at  the  ANS  on  Saturday,  May  16, 
1992. 

The  superficial  similarities  between 
Canada  and  the  United  States  often  blind 
citizens  of  the  United  States  to  a  country 
which  has  a  very  different  history. 
Canadian  numismatics  conforms  to  this 
pattern  of  superficial  similarity.  It  is  true 
that  Canada  does  use  a  dollar  divided  into 
one  hundred  cents;  but  how  did  it  shift 
from  sterling  to  dollars?  Canada’s 
experiment  with  tokens  lasted  for  the  entire 


The  David  M.  Bullowa  Memorial 
Lecture  was  given  by  Jane  DeRose  Evans 
at  the  Society  on  September  28.  Carmen 
Arnold-Biucchi  introduced  the  speaker. 

“It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  introduce  Jane 
DeRose  Evans,  assistant  professor  of  art 
history  at  Temple  University  in 
Philadelphia.  She  did  her  undergraduate 
work  at  Franklin  and  Marshall  then  went 
to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  where 
she  received  both  her  M  S.  and  her  Ph.D. 
in  classical  archaeology  in  1984  and  1985. 
Jane  took  the  ANS  Graduate  Seminar  in 
1983  and  was  awarded  the  ANS  disser¬ 
tation  fellowship  for  the  year  1984/5. 

“Professor  Evans  has  been  interested  in 
early  Roman  republican  art  and  history, 
in  particular  in  the  use  of  the  motives  of 


first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century — far 
longer  than  the  short  spasms  in  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain.  The  twentieth 
century  saw  further  numismatic  upheaval 
during  the  Great  Depression  when  the 
Social  Credit  Party  in  the  west  embarked 
on  a  massive  experiment  with  scrip  and 
stamped  money.  Canada  is  also  significant 
for  coinage  as  the  largest  gold  producer 
outside  of  the  politically  unacceptable 
South  Africa  and  the  Soviet  Union.

early  Rome  in  political  propaganda  from 
an  iconographic  standpoint.

Frances  M.  Schwartz  Fellowship 

The  Frances  M.  Schwartz  Fellowship 
was  established  in  memory  of  a  Society 
volunteer  who  died  in  1964.  It  is  awarded 
annually  to  a  student  who  has  completed 
the  B.A.  or  equivalent.  The  fellowship  is 
intended  to  educate  qualified  students  in 
museum  practice,  as  well  as  to  provide  for 
curatorial  assistance  in  the  Greek,  Roman, 
and  Byzantine  departments.  The  stipend 
varies  with  the  term  of  tenure,  which  is 
normally  the  academic  year,  but  will  not

Peter  Robert  Franke  of  Saarbriicken, 
Germany,  has  been  named  to  receive  the 
Archer  M.  Huntington  Medal  Award  for 
1992.  The  medal  is  awarded  for  dis¬ 
tinguished  lifetime  contributions  to  the 
discipline.  Franke,  65,  has  for  many  years 
been  a  professor  at  the  Universitat  des 
Saarlandes  and  many  of  his  students  are 
now  distinguished  scholars  themselves. 
Franke’s  own  bibliography  extends  to 
virtually  all  areas  of  ancient  numismatics, 
but  he  is  perhaps  best  known  for  his  work 
on  Greek  imperial  coinage. 

His  doctoral  dissertation,  Die  antiken 
Miinzen  von  Epirus,  was  published  in  two 
volumes  in  Wiesbaden  in  1961.  Franke 
had  a  long  association  with  Hans  von 
Aulock  and  edited  several  fascicules  of  the 
Sylloge  Nummorum  Graecorum  devoted  to  von 
Aulock's  collection,  which  is  a  principal 
resource  for  students  of  Greek  imperials.

He  supervised  the  publication  of  the 
massive  Index  von  Aulock,  a  tool  which  can 
be  used  independently  of  the  sylloge  itself. 
During  the  1960s  he  also  collaborated  on 
the  gigantic  series  Die  Fundmunzen  der 
romilschen  Zeit  in  Deutschland,  publication  of 
which  still  continues.  Franke  contributed 
the  fascicule  on  Rheinhessen  (1960)  and 
co-authored  that  on  Sludwurttemburg- 
Hohenzollern  (1964)  with  Karl  Christ. 

Franke  has  also  contributed  to  the  more 
popular  literature.  His  Klemasien  zur 
Romerzeit:  Griechcishe  Leben  im  Spiergel  der 
Miinzen  (1968)  is  the  best  introduction  to 
Greek  imperials  and  Die  griechische  Miinzen 
(1972)  features  splendid  photographs  by 
Max  Hirmer. 

Franke  will  be  in  New  York  with  his  wile 
to  receive  the  award  which  will  be 
presented  at  3:00  P.M.,  Saturday,  March 
21,  1992,  at  the  Society. 


Society’s  headquarters.  Mico  Kaufman 
will  receive  the  1992  Saltus  Award  for 
Signal  Achievement  in  the  Art  of  the 
Medal.

MEXICAN  CONFERENCE  IN  SAN  ANTONIO

Kleeberg,  Associate  Curator  of  Modern 
Coins,  the  American  Numismatic  Society, 


who  will  deliver  a  paper  entitled 
“International  Bullion  Movements  during 
the  Napoleonic  Wars:  The  Mexican  Silver 
Scheme  of  the  Financier  Gabriel-Julien 
Ouvrard”;  and  Richard  G.  Doty  Curator 
of  the  National  Numismatic  Collection, 
Smithsonian  Institution,  who  will  speak  on 
“Juaristas,  Imperialistas  and  Centavos: 
Decimalization  and  Civil  War  in  Mexico, 
1857-1870.”

Included 
in  the  exhibit  will  be  the  only  Mexican 
coins  issued  in  what  is  now  the  United 
States  of  America,  the  jolas  issued  by  Jose 
Antonio  de  la  Garza  in  San  Antonio  in 
1818:  this  is  a  singularly  appropriate  coin 
for  the  venue  of  the  conference.  The  jolas 
on  display  will  be  from  the  Frost  Bank  and 
other  collections  and  will  include  the  ANS 
specimen,  which  was  originally  part  of  the 
Howland  Wood  collection  purchased  for 
the  Society  in  1918  with  funds  provided  by 
Edward  T.  Newell.
